Shall We Rehouse America? 


By Tuurston Taywor, Assistant, Enoch Pratt Free Library, Baltimore 


HE housing program of the Administration has not been very thorough- 
| going; nevertheless it has met with serious obstacles. Many well-disposed 

officials and public-spirited citizens have developed plans without sufficient 
knowledge of the principles and technique of modern housing. In some localities 
acceptable plans have languished for lack of just a little popular backing. Libraries 
in the smaller cities and towns may help in this situation by making available 
and publicizing significant material on the housing question. It seems likely that 


discussion and planning, if not activity in this field, will increase rather than 
diminish in the near future. 


Housinc As A PRoBLEM OF INDUSTRY AND FINANCE 


The principal purpose of the Administration has been not so much to provide 
dwellings for those who need them, as to stimulate building and thus to revive 
basic industries and decrease unemployment. The first two books mentioned here 
deal with the methods and organization of the building industry. 

The famous articles in Fortune, the de luxe business magazine, did much to 
make housing a thoroughly respectable subject rather than merely a reformer’s 
hobby. They suggest that housing may become a new industry, lifting us from 
the present depression as the rise of the automobile industry lifted us from the 
depression of the early twenties. The articles were collected and published in 
Housing America (Harcourt, 1932. $2). They give an excellent and interesting 
account of the shocking deficiences of our present housing equipment, and analyze 
the underlying financial, industrial, and labor problems. The mass production of 
prefabricated houses is the solution they offer to the industrial problem—without 
making clear how this would be possible without a solution of the financial 
problem, or how it would do otherwise than aggravate the labor problem, 
although partial solutions of these difficulties are suggested. 

A. F. Bemis has made a very much more elaborate plea for the “rationaliza- 
tion” of the building industry in his Economics of shelter (Massachusetts Insti- 
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tute of Technology, 1934. $4) which is volume two of the series Our evolving 
house. This is a highly impressive collection of statistics which should be of use 
to the specialist, but the exclusion of all social considerations in their interpreta- 
tion renders the book as a whole inconclusive and of little or no use to the 
general reader. 

These writers are most vividly aware of the productive possibilities of modern 
industrial technique. When the consumer is brought into the picture the bright 
colors fade. In 1928, L. H. Pinx, a New York State Housing official, published 
The new day in housing (John Day, 1928. o.p.). This is a breezy non-technical 
survey of housing projects abroad and at home, seeing in the limited dividend 
company, partially tax exempt, the beginning of the “new day.” Pink acknowl- 
edged that this was no solution even then for the poorest families; it has turned 
out in fact to be even more inadequate than he suspected. Nevertheless it remains 
of necessity the typical government device for encouraging the private construc- 
tion of housing. Frank Watson’s Housing problems and possibilities in the 
United States (Harper, 1935. $1.25) is the latest expression of this viewpoint 
of the conservatives, in and out of the Administration, who favor government 
assistance in planning housing. Watson admits, while he deplores, the probable 
necessity of some form of subsidy for the poorest families; his book is especially 
valuable for its clear explanation of the workings of the mortgage market. 


Housinc as A GOVERNMENT SERVICE 


In more or less sharp opposition to those who would limit the output of hous- 
ing to the possibilities of the market are the reformers who insist that the need 
of the masses for adequate housing and the cost to society of inadequate housing 
must be the first considerations. They are therefore led to favor some form or 
other of government subsidy. 

Mrs. EpirH Ermer Woop has written very effectively from this point of view. 
Her Recent trends in American housing (Macmillan, 1931. $3) is the most useful 
single book on housing for the general reader. Her report to the Housing Divi- 
sion of the Public Works Administration, Slums and blighted areas in the United 
States (Government Printing Office, 1935. 15c.), serves as a supplement; together 
they give an up-to-the-minute survey of conditions and methods in this country. 
Mrs. Wood published an earlier study, The housing of the unskilled wage earner 
(Macmillan, 1919. 0. p.), and a survey of European projects, Housing progress in 
western Europe (Dutton, 1923. $3). 

There are a number of pamphlets written from this general point of view which 
serve as excellent introductions to the subject. Perhaps the most useful is a short 
and very carefully prepared analysis advocating a government subsidy, issued by 
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the Nationat Association of Housine Orriciats, A housing program for the 
United States (Public Administration Service, 850 E. 58th St., Chicago, 1935. 50c.). 
It is surprising and gratifying that such a large and diverse group was able to 
achieve such unanimity of opinion. The Association has also issued a Yearbook, 
193§ (Public Administration Service, 1935. $1) which includes a much needed 
summary of city, state, and federal activities. Caro. Aronovicr wrote what is still 
an adequate short popular summary of the subject fifteen years ago: Housing and 
the housing problem (McClurg, 1920. o.p.). He has recently edited a collection 
of essays by leaders of all shades of opinion with the provocative title, America 
can’t have housing (Museum of Modern Art, N. Y., 1934. 50c.). ALBERT Mayer, 
Henry Waricut, and Lewis Mumrorp were the authors of a series of four maga- 
zine articles which have been reprinted as a stimulating pamphlet, dealing espe- 
cially with slum clearance as a part of the housing problem: New homes for a 
new deal (New Republic, 1934. 25c.). They vigorously criticize the government 
program and make sweeping counter-proposals. Another excellent introductory 
pamphlet is Heren L. Atrrep’s Municipal housing (League for Industrial Democ- 
racy, 112 E. 19th St., N. Y., 1932. 10c.). It does not, unfortunately, come closely to 
grips with the financial and political problems involved. 

Many have written of subsidy as necessary, but few have any great hope of its 
coming. CaTHERINE Bauer strikes a new note in this group of writers; she argues 
that subsidized housing will come only as a result of organized political pressure 
on the part of those groups which need it. This was the European experience; 
Miss Bauer hopes that it will be repeated in America, and she is working with the 
Philadelphia Labor Housing Conference to that end. Her very important book is 
Modern housing (Houghton, 1934. $5). In addition to excellent material on the 
social-economic and technical aspects, she includes a valuable history of the philos- 
ophy of the housing movement. For general libraries her book ranks in importance 
with that by Mrs. Wood. 

Before leaving the question of subsidy it should be pointed out that some believe 
that even if a subsidy were granted it would do no good in the long run because 
wages would be forced down correspondingly. This is the Marxist position, and it 
is set forth too briefly in Freperick Encet’s book, The housing question (Interna- 
tional, 1935. 75c.), originally published in 1872 and often reprinted. In this con- 
nection the experience of Vienna is of especial interest: housing was subsidized 
there precisely in order to make lower wages possible. The story is told by C. O. 
Harpy in The housing program of the city of Vienna (Brookings Institution, 1934. 
$2). Very recently Marxists have taken a more positive and less pessimistic atti- 
tude toward the possibility of subsidized housing: see Sidney Hill’s pamphlet 
Housing under capitalism (International, 1935. 10c.). 
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TECHNICAL PRoBLEMS 
The architectural profession has naturally been very much interested and active 


in the housing problem. The design of single family and group housing so that 
it will be cheap, beautiful, and convenient presents very complex problems. Henry 
Wraicurt is perhaps the leading American authority here. His Rehousing urban 
America (Columbia University Press, 1935. $7.50) should be in the hands of any 
one concerned with the layout of a housing project, or even a private apartment 
building; and it is not without interest for the general reader. The articles by 
C. S. Stern, “An outline for community housing procedure” (Architectural Forum 
56:221, 293, 505. Mar—May, 1932), provide a check list of problems and possibil 
ities for those connected with a housing project in all capacities—administrative. 
financial, or technical. A recently published pamphlet by Miss B. G. Rosann, Re- 
search Assistant, National Association of Housing Officials, discusses Housing 
management—its history und relations to present-day housing problems (National 
Municipal League, 1935. 25c.). This gives the answer to the frequently made 
statement that the slum dwellers create the slums. 

No less important than planning the building, is the planning of the group of 
buildings with the street layout. Work done at the Harvard School of City 
Planning is most valuable here. THomas Apams, Design of residential areas: 
basic considerations, principles, and methods, and R. A. Wurtrren and THomas 
Avams, Neighborhoods of small homes (both Harvard University Press, 1934. 
1931. $3.50 each), will be invaluable wherever new residential subdivisions, 
whether publicly or privately managed, are being planned. 

Legal complications have delayed or defeated housing progress in many com- 
munities; studies of this aspect of the problem are assembled in a symposium “Low 
cost housing and slum clearance” in the magazine Law and Contemporary Prob- 
lems (Duke University, March, 1934. 60c.).
